Cleveland, to certain conclusions, 
Pirst, he does not believe that 
there is any standard .sleep pattern. 
Different 
people 
have 
different 
sleep patterns, and the same per­ 
son has different sleep patterns at 
different times in his life 
Most 
adults sleep from six to eight hours 
Older T^ple tend to retire earlier 
and get up earlier. 
Emotional rpset.s 
Sleep is more, likely to be dis­ 
turbed 
by 
emotional 
experiences 
than it is by such things as loss of 
ap;>eiite. or a meal before going to 
bed, and manv other such thing.s 
that are always blamed 
The person with insomnia often 
believes that persistent loss of sleep 
is a calamitous disturbance, a fore­ 
boding of death or insanity, but 
there is no good evidence that in­ 
somnia saixs the vitality or health 
There is not a single piece of evi­ 
dence that insomnia ever cau.sed 
death. 
Gillespie, a neurologist of wide 
experience, stated that he had never 
seen a patient who.se m enul dis­ 
order could be attributed to in 
, somnia. 
Most people who complain of In­ 
somnia sleep more than they think 
they do. 
Their real suffering con­ 
sists in anticipation of the period 
which has been called by Ladame, 
the “ temps latant.” w'hlch is the 
period between retiring and actual­ 
ly going to sleep. 
Tile imiNcies at this time gradu­ 
ally relax and, with the eyes closed, 
various 
imaginal 
experiences in­ 
trude into consciousne.ss. They con- 
si.st of a panorama 
o f loosely con­ 
nected ideas, and there seems to 
be no ability to hold one particu­ 
lar pha.sm and reject the oliiers. 
Such loose linkage of ideas and free 
a.s5ociation is regarded by psycholo- 
gi.ct.s as an overture to .sleep, but 
the person with Insomnia dreads 
this phase of his sleep troubles. He 
attahis the portals of sleep but 
seems to have trouble getting any 
further. 
In treatment attention to any d is­ 
turb a nce of the general health is 
essential.

Insom nia worries th e patient far 
more th an it w orries the doctor 
Very few doctors are willing to take 
the time to trea t inaom m a acton 
tifically. 
It is, of course, easy to 
prescribe sleeping powders, but In 
the case of chronic insom nia this Is 
distinctly an exam ple of m alprac­ 
tice. 
The real trea tm en t of insomnia 
is psychological or nutritional. 
A 
long study of the condition has 
brought Dr 
Louis J. K am oah, of 
Cleveland, to certain conclusions 
First, he does* not believe that 
there is any stan d ard sleep pattern 
Different 
people 
have 
different 
sleep patterns, and th e sam e per­ 
son has different sleep p atterns at 
different tim es in his life, 
Most 
adults sleep from six to eight hours 
Older people tend to retire earlier 
and get up earlier. 
E m o t i o n a l 
U p s e t * 
Sleep is more, likely to be dis 
turbed 
by 
em otional 
experiences 
than it is by such th in g s as loss of 
appetite, or a m eal before going to 
bed, and m any o th er such things 
that are always blam ed 
The person w ith insom nia often 
believes th at persistent loss of sleep 
is a calam itous disturbance, a fore­ 
boding of d eath or insanity, but 
there is no good evidence that in­ 
somnia saps the vitality or health 
There is not a single piece of evi­ 
dence th at insom nia ever caused 
death. 
Gillespie, a neurologist of wide 
experience, stated th a t he had never 
seen a patient whose m ental dis­ 
order could be a ttrib u ted 
to in­ 
somnia. 
Mast people who com plain of In 
somnia sleep more th a n they think 
they do. 
T heir real suffering con­ 
sists in anticipation of th e period 
which has been called by Ladame, 
the “temps Infant," w hich is the 
period between retiring and actual­ 
ly going to sleep. 
The muscles a t th is tim e gradu­ 
ally relax and. w ith the eyes closed, 
various 
im aginal 
experiences 
In­ 
trude into consciousness They con­ 
sist of a panoram a of loosely con­ 
nected ideas, and th ere seems to 
be no ability to hold one particu­ 
lar phasm and reject th e other*. 
Such loose linkage of ideas and free 
association is regarded by psycholo­ 
gists a* an overture to sleep, but 
the person with insom nia dreads 
this phase of his sleep troubles. He 
attains the portals of 
sleep but 
seems to have trouble getting any 
further. 
In treatm ent a tten tio n to any dis­ 
turbance of the general health Is 
essential. Then psychological study 
and assurances m ay overcom e the 
dread, which is the principal cause 
Of insomnia 
Of course, learning 
to relax the muscles, one after the 
other, is most im portant.
